has 
been provided in the form of a 
processing tax, those 
communi­ 
ties which have collected toll from 
the American farmer for 
many 
decades, protest, in some instanc­ 
es organizing food strikes. They 
are complaining of the increase in 
prices resulting from the increase 
in prices paid to the farmer.”

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“CANCER IS CURABLE” 


By Missouri Committee of the 
A m erican Society for the Control 
of Cancer, St. Louis. 


In 1934 
approxim ately 
4,000 
citizens of the State of Missouri 
died of cancer. Since the average 
length of life of the uncured can­ 
cer patient is three 
years, 
we 
must assume that in the year 1934 
there were 12,000 living indivi­ 
duals who would eventually die 
of cancer unless they were cured. 
Under existing conditions there is 
no possible way to estimate the 
number of individuals who have 
been cured of cancer, but there 
is ample evidence at hand to show 
that just as many people are cur­ 
ed of cancer as die of this dis­ 
ease. 
The cancer control movement 
throughout the country, and 
es­ 
pecially in 
Missouri, has gather­ 
ed such momentum that pessimism 
no longer has a place in anyone's 
viewpoint about cancer. For in­ 
stance, it is definitely known that 
24.448 individuals have been cur­ 
ed and have remained free of this 
disease for from 5 to 25 years. 
This army of healthy 
persons 
recently was reported by a rela­ 
tively small group of physicians 
at the American College of Sur­ 
geons Chicago meeting. Records 
of our im portant cancer hispitals 
show that well over 1,000 cancer 
patients are alive and well 5 years 
after treatm ent in each of these 
institutions. Therefore, it is rea 
dily seen that there is cause 
for 
optimism and new courage on the 
part of both the 
laity 
and 
the 
medical profession. 
This same optimism prevails in 
other countries. Dr. 
H. 
Beck- 
worth W hitehouse, noted English 
surgeon, states that in his coun­ 
try 60 per cent of all cases treat­ 
ed early in the progress of the 


disease have been cured; 
while 
but 6.7 per cent have been cured 
after delay in scuring treatm ent. 
This emphasizes the 
im perative 
need for early diagnosis. In prob­ 
ably no other disease is the ele­ 
m ent of time so vitally im portant 
to life. 
Medical opinion 
is 
convinced 
that our present-day knowledge 
of cancer is 
adequate 
for 
the 
competent treatm ent of early cas­ 
es of cancer when it attacks any 
of the easily accessible regions of 
the body. However, the best sur­ 
geons and radiologists in the world 
aided by the most extensive and 
up-to-date facilities can make on­ 
ly a relatively mediocre showing 
against the established menace of 
late cancer. 
In order to give the surgeons 
and radiologists even a reasonably 
fair chance for successful treat­ 
m ent cancer must be brought to 
them early. No one except the pa­ 
tient himself can accomplish thic 
result and no one can be more in­ 
fluential than the patient to in ­ 
crease the total num ber of cured 
cases in our state. 
Only through 
continued 
un­ 
ceasing educational 
effort 
will 
the cancer patient apply for re­ 
lief in an early stage of his dis­ 
ease so that more and more lives 
can be saved. The responsibility 
for curing cancer and the oppor­ 
tunity to save these lives is plac­ 
ed upon yon who read this m es­ 
sage. Your doctor is ready 
and 
willing to help you.

Shadows Make Vision Difficult 
The illustration at upper left typi­ 
fies the abuse to which the eyes of 
students arc subjected in the vast ma­ 
jority of homes. The lamp is a com­ 
mon type. 
It fails to provide light

in quantity for 
reading, 
writing, or studying. The shade is so 
designed that most of the light is di­ 
rected beneath it, with very little fall­ 
ing on the copy book, where it is most 
needed. Sometimes this abuse is made 
worse by placing the lamp at the 
child's shadow, making vision even 
more difficult. 
A lamp such as shown by the illus­ 
tration at upper right provides from 
three to five times as much useful 
light as is given by an ordinary table 


desk lamp. Yet it uses only one 100- 
watt bulb.

is adequate for easy vision and eye 
comfort.

The light given by this lamp is scien­ 
tifically balanced and diffused, and 
there is no glare. 
Note that it if 
placed to the side opposite the writ' 
ing hand, to prevent the carting of a 
shadow. 
Most of our knowledge, and a good 
part of our success, comes to us 
through our eyes. 
By providing out 
children with the proper lighting for 
reading and study, we will be doing 
much to insure their welfare and hap­ 
piness in later years.

TWO WOMEN GIVEN 
•LIVING DEATH* FOR 
MURDER OF LANG 


Chicago, 111., August 8—A "liv­ 
ing death"—imprisonment for 180 
years each—was the penalty im­ 
posed by Judge Cornelius J. Har­ 
rington today on the two middle- 
aged women who plotted and exe­ 
cuted the "ter*uL\.murder of Er­ 
vin Lang. 
r. -:i._ 
Mrs Blanche Dunkel. whimper­ 
ing 
44-year-old 
mother-in-law 
and mistress of the victim, 
and 
flippant Mrs. Evelyn Smith, 46- 
year-old former burlesque dancer, 
termed by the Judge, partners in 
one of the most callous crimes in 
the history of the city, heard him 
announce their fates in contrasting 
moods typical of their recent a t­ 
titudes. 
Mrs. Dunkel was in a state of 
near collapse, but 
Mrs. 
Smith 
stared boldly at the 
crowd 
of 
nearly SOU persons—mostly wom­ 
en—who filled the courtroom for 
the weird drama of passion and 
smiled at the photographers, ap­ 
parently relieved that she had es­ 
caped the electric chair the state 
had asked for both. 
Death, Judge Harrington said, 
to the defendants, “would be a 
merciful end for you". He added 
that under the penalty he decreed 
both 
would be "suffering a liv­ 
ing death." 
He directed that 
on each July 
6—the anniversary of the strang­ 
ling of the 28-vear-old 
grocery 
clerk, 
whose 
attentions 
to 
a 
youn ;er woman aroused the fu­ 
rious jealousy of the mother of his 
dead wife— the women were to be 
placed in 
solitary 
confinement. 
He also ordered that Mrs. Dunkel 
might not be paroled until 
she 
had attained the age of 104 years, 
Mrs. Smith until she had reached 
106 years. 
Led back to their cells the pair 
differed widely in their reaction 
to the sentences which the Judge 
said would "forever remove both 
from society" and would 
consti­ 
tute "constant, hourly, daily, and 
yearly 
reminder of the 
conse­ 
quences of your act during 
the 
balance of your 
lifetimes." 
He 
termed Lang’s slaying “one of the 
most vicious, premeditated assas- I 
sinations of a human being coldly 
plotted and unfeelingly executed." 
"I’m glad it's over," said Mrs. 
Dunkel still weeping, "but I nev­ 
er expected that much. I expect­ 
ed about 20 years. The state pro­ 
mised me a break if I co-operat­ 
ed with them. The state double- 
crossed me.” 
Mrs. Dunkel, arrested 
several 
days after the crime, 
confessed 
she had hired Mrs. Smith to slay 
her son-in-law for $500, of which 
she paid $100. 
Smoking a cigarette, Mrs. Smith 


said: "I thank the Judge for what 
he’s done. He couldn't do other­ 
wise. The verdict was O. K. with 
me". 
Lang’s body, the legs 
severed 
from the trunk, was found in i 
swamp near Hammond, Ind., by 
two boys on July 9. After 
Mrs. 
Dunkel confessed he

lured to Mrs. Smith’s apartment, 
plied with liquor,
